The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  56th  Annual  Report,  the  tenth  that 
I have  prepared,  on  the  Public  Health  Administration  of  the  Borough 
and  Port  Sanitary  District. 

Vital  Statistics  : It  will  be  noted  that  the  birth-rate  for  the  year 
was  much  below  the  local  average,  and  also  below  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1929. 

The  death-rate  was  above  the  local  average,  but  below  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  for  the  year.  Infant  mortality  was  considerably  less 
than  that  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

An  increased  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease  and  cancer  contri- 
buted to  the  higher  general  death-rate.  The  seven  causes  which  resulted 
in  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  : — heart  disease,  cancer,  cerebral 
haemorrhage,  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  violence. 
The  highest  monthly  death-rate  (18.8)  was  recorded  in  February,  when  a 
minimum  temperature  of  18°  was  experienced. 

Infectious  Diseases  : The  continued  prevalence  of  diphtheria 
resulted  in  101  cases  being  treated  in  hospital,  and  the  local  death-rate 
from  the  disease  was  above  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  discovery 
of  some  37  “ carriers  ” of  diphtheria  contributed  to  prevent  a still  greater 
incidence  of  the  disease,  as  in  the  majority  of  instances,  parents  are 
willing  for  the  children  to  be  isolated  in  hospital.  Experience  has  shown 
that,  where  parents  are  willing  to  have  their  children  protected  against 
diphtheria  by  immunisation,  both  the  prevalence  of  the  disease,  and  the 
death-rate  therefrom,  are  reduced. 

The  number  of  days  required  for  the  hospital  isolation  of  scarlet  fever 
continued  low,  as  a result  of  the  use  of  the  new  serum,  and  the  mild  type 
of  the  infection. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  : It  will  be  noted  in  the  tables  specially 
analysed  this  year  in  regard  to  this  disease,  that  some  46.4  % of  the  males, 
and  21.3  % of  the  females,  still  suffering  from  the  disease  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  were  active  carriers  of  infection.  While  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  58  % of  the  males,  and  63  % of  the  females,  suffering  from  the 
disease,  had  separate  sleeping  accommodation,  greater  protection  would 
be  afforded  in  each  house  where  a case  occurs  if  the  patient  invariably 
occupied  a bed  separate  from  any  other  member  of  the  family,  and  still 
further  protection  would  be  afforded  if  a separate  bedroom  were  always 
available. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  : The  low  rate  of  infantile 
mortality  is  satisfactory,  although  out  of  a total  rate  of  58,  a rate  of  15 
was  caused  by  pre-maturity,  6 congenital  defects,  7 bronchitis  and  pneu- 
monia, and  4 each  by  marasmus,  whooping  cough  and  overlying. 

Continued  use  was  made  of  the  hospital  beds  provided  at  the  Royal 
Victoria  Hospital  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  for  complicated  maternity 
cases. 
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Continued  deaths  from  sepsis  show  the  dangers  to  which  the  expectant 
mother  is  still  exposed,  and  one  would  draw  attention  to  the  need  for 
earlier  medical  treatment  in  cases  of  abortion,  as  two  of  the  deaths  from 
sepsis  during  the  year  were  the  result  of  this  premature  termination  of 
gestation. 

In  the  orthopaedic  section  of  the  Authority’s  scheme,  some  II 
children  under  five  years  of  age  were  treated. 

Food  Supplies,  Meat  and  Milk  : The  systematic  work  in  the  depart- 
ment in  the  following  up  of  cases  by  your  Inspectors  resulted  in  tuber- 
culous cattle  being  discovered  on  farms  from  which  pigs  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  had  been  found  in  local  slaughterhouses.  A very  vicious 
circle  is  created  if  young  pigs  are  fed  on  milk  from  tuberculous  cattle  ; and 
the  local  action  adopted  is  an  added  protection  to  the  public. 

One  regrets  to  note  that  of  the  eight  prosecutions  which  the  Authority 
had  to  undertake,  six  had  to  do  with  irregularities  in  regard  to  milk.  One 
would  hope  that,  when  the  requirements  of  the  various  Orders  and  Regu- 
lations are  more  generally  understood,  proceedings  may  not  again  be 
necessary. 

The  extent  of  the  duties  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Staff  is  shown 
in  the  details  recorded  in  the  various  sections,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr. 
Pryer,  Mr.  Whorwell  and  Mr.  Thomas  for  their  work  during  the  year. 
Their  work  is  made  difficult  by  irregularities  of  times  in  the  food  section, 
port  section,  and  infectious  disease  section. 

School  Medical  Service  : Of  the  children  in  average  attendance  at 
elementary  schools  some  36.4%  were  medically  inspected  during  the  year. 

Two  disquieting  facts  emerge  from  the  records — namely,  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  malnutrition,  and  in  the  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  One  also  regrets  to  find  that  some  39%  of  the  children  seen 
at  routine  inspections  were  unvaccinated.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of 
small-pox  throughout  the  country,  a large  un vaccinated  juvenile  popula- 
tion presents  a greater  risk  of  infection. 

The  prevalence  of  influenza,  and  extreme  weather  conditions  in  the 
month  of  February,  as  shown  in  the  meteorological  reports  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  were  reflected  in  school  work  by  the  number  of  departments 
which  had  to  be  closed  for  a time. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  the  increased  attention  given  by  parents  to 
the  personal  hygiene  of  children,  and  the  increased  use  of  the  facilities  for 
treatment  provided,  as  illustrated  by  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  ring- 
worm cases  ; and,  for  the  first  time  since  I began  to  report  on  local  work, 
100%  of  the  children  who  required  special  eye  examination  were  brought  to 
the  clinic  for  the  purpose.  The  support  given  by  parents  to  the  Authority 
in  their  efforts  to  correct  defects  discovered  is  shown  by  the  high  per- 
centage, 95,  of  those  who  required  glasses  being  provided  with  them. 

I am  much  indebted  to  Dr.  Nicholl  for  the  careful  way  in  which  he 
carries  out  the  many  duties  of  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  for  his 
supervision  of  the  department  in  my  absence  last  summer.  It  is  only 
by  the  continued  co-operation  which  I receive  from  the  medical,  nursing, 
inspectorial  and  clerical  members  of  the  staff  that  the  many  duties  of  the 
department  can  be  carried  out  so  well.  I am  especially  indebted  to 
Mr.  Hogbin  for  his  careful  organisation  of  the  clerical  section. 

I thank  you,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  for  your  help  and  co-operation 
during  the  year.

reports  I have  referred  to  the  serum  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  it  may- be  of  interest  to  continue  the  review  of  this  subject. 

In  1910,  when  treating  Scarlet  Fever  patients  in  the  Rochdale 
isolation  Hospital,  the  average  number  of  days  in  hospital  was 
47.  In  1912,  in  Crewe,  one  found  the  average  to  be  45.  For 
the  five  years  1921-25,  in  Dover,  the  average  was  41.  Both  in 
Crewe  and  Dover  up  to  1925  it  had  been  one’s  routine  practice 
to  use  in  acute  cases  an  anti-streptococcal  Serum  (Scarlatina) 
or  the  Polyvalent  anti-streptococcal  Serum,  but  even  using 
this  in  acute  cases  made  little  difference  in  the  average  in-patient 
period  as  compared  with  the  Rochdale  result.

It  will  be  noted  that  these  averages  are  for  all  cases  admitted, 
but  serum  is  only  given  to  those  patients  who  still  have  a rash 
on  admission,  or  if  the  rash  is  gone,  who  still  have  a temperature. 

One  realizes  that  the  numbers  admitted  to  hospital  are  small, 
but  as  they  are  always  about  87  % of  all  the  cases  in  the  area 
which  the  hospital  serves  (a  combined  population  of  about 
49,850),  that  cannot  be  varied.

While  it  is  obvious  from  these  figures  that  the  type  of  infec- 
tion which  one  has  been  treating  during  these  years  has  been 
mild  and  that  from  such  small  numbers  one  must  not  dogmatise 
too  much  on  the  results,  1 still  submit  that  the  results  are  striking 
and  of  importance.  When  the  number  of  cases  given  the  new 
serum  and  in  whom  no  complications  developed  during  these 
three  years  were  only  in  hospital  22  days,  and  those  with  com- 
plications only  in  hospital  32  days,  as  compared  with  26  and  37 
days  respectively  in  the  non-serum  group,  it  is,  I think,  reason- 
able to  conclude  that  even  with  a mild  type  of  infection  the  use 
of  the  serum  has  had  good  results,  and  if  possible  victims  may 
be  allowed  any  say  in  the  matter,  1 think  the  boy  of  1930  would 
prefer  the  prospect  of  22  days  in  hospital  under  present  day 
treatment,  than  the  47  days  for  which  I had  to  keep  the  boy 
of  193  0 in  hospital.

(v)  Disposal  of  Unsound  Meat : Until  the  14th  September 
the  arrangement  for  consigning  all  condemned  carcases  and  offal 
to  Folkestone  refuse  destructor  was  continued.  The  incinerator 
was  closed  on  that  date  for  reconstruction,  and  an  arrangement 
was  effected  for  dispatching  all  condemned  material  to  the 
Sheppey  Glue  Company  for  utilisation  for  trade  purposes,  the 
Company  defraying  all  transport  charges  to  their  works,  and 
making  a small  payment  for  the  material.

4.  Infectious  Diseases  : 

(1)  Detection  of  Infectious  Disease  : 

All  passengers  reaching  the  Port  are  subjected  to  a rapid 
medical  inspection  as  they  proceed  through  the  barriers.  Those 
showing  any  indication  of  sickness  are  detained  for  full  examina- 
tion. 

(2)  Arrival  of  Vessels  from  Infected  Ports  : The  arrival  of 
such  vessels  is  notified  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  by  H.M. 
Customs.  The  Customs  Officers  are  supplied  with  lists  of  infected 
ports  at  periodic  intervals,  from  which  they  obtain  the  necessary 
information  to  enable  them  to  take  this  action. 

(3)  Boarding  of  Vessels  : Vessels  arriving  from  infected 
ports,  which  are  found  by  the  Customs  Officers  to  have  a clean 
bill  of  health,  are  not  given  pratique  until  a Medical  Officer  has 
been  aboard.  Boarding  is  done  either  by  the  M.O.H.  or  the 
Deputy  M.O.H.  In  some  cases  the  boarding  takes  place  in 
the  Channel,  outside  the  harbour,  and  in  others  the  vessels  are 
allowed  to  enter  the  harbour,  and  are  then  boarded. 

A motor  boat  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  boarding  vessels, 
either  in  the  Channel  or  in  the  harbour. 

(4)  Hospital  Accommodation  : Cases  of  infectious  disease 
are  removed  from  vessels  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment. 
If  observation  is  required,  the  patient  would  also  be  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(5)  Disinfection  : Infected  quarters  are  disinfected  with 
formalin  spray,  and  bedding  and  clothing  removed  to  the  Isola- 
tion Hospital  for  steam  disinfection. 

(6)  Cleansing  of  Persons  : A cleansing  station  is  provided 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  cases  are  dealt  with  there  as  they 
arise.  No  need  arose  for  such  action  in  1929. 

(7)  Ambulance  Transport : The  motor  ambulance  from  the 
Isolation  Hospital  is  used  for  this  purpose. 


(8)  Venereal  Diseases  : Inquiries  are  made  of  the  Master  of 
each  ship,  and  cases  reported  are  informed  of  the  local  arrange- 
ments, and  dates  when  treatment  can  be  obtained  at  the  V.D. 
Clinic. 

(9)  Bacteriological  Examinations — Bats,  etc.  : Rats  from 
infected  or  suspected  ships  are  sent  to  the  laboratory  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Other  bacteriological  specimens  are 
examined  at  the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone.

5.  Measures  against  Rodents  : 

(1)  Steps  taken  for  detection  of  rodent  plague  : 

(a)  In  Ships  in  the  Port  : Ships  entering  port  are  periodi- 

cally inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats,  and  any  dead 
rats  found  under  doubtful  circumstances  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Very  few  vessels  from 
infected  ports  enter  Dover  harbour.  They  simply 
call  at  port  for  landing  sick  persons,  and  proceed  on 
their  journey  at  once. 

(b)  On  Quays,  Wharves,  Warehouses,  etc.,  in  the 

vicinity  of  the  Port  : Periodical  inspections  are 
made,  and,  when  it  appears  to  be  necessary,  any  dead 
rats  found  in  quays  and  warehouses  are  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.

2.  Co-ordination 

The  correlation  of  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  and 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was  continued  as  in  previous  years. 
No  lessons  in  Mother  craft  were  given  during  1929. 

3,  School  Medical  Service  in  Relation  to  Public  Elementary  Schools 

(a)  School  Hygiene. — All  the  school  departments  were 
thoroughly  cleansed,  and  re-decorations  carried  out  where 
necessary,  during  the  summer.  No  structural  alterations  were 
effected  during  the  year,  but,  at  the  River  Infants'  Council  School, 
the  flushing  of  the  sanitary  arrangements  was  converted  from 
the  automatic  to  the  individual  system. 

( b ) School  Buildings.--  The  new  school  in  Astor  Avenue, 
mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  was  opened  for  full  use  on  29th 
April.  A detailed  architectural  description  of  the  building,  with 
excellent  illustrations,  was  published  by  Mr.  W.  Boulton  Smith, 
M. Sc. (Eng.),  M.Inst.C.E.,  the  Borough  Engineer,  in  The  Surveyor,

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3.  School  Closure  : The  early  part  of  1929  was  marked 
by  an  epidemic  of  Influenza,  and  the  difficulty  of  dealing  with 
this  prevalence  was  intensified  by  the  very  severe  weather  con- 
ditions in  February.  The  abnormally  low  temperature  resulted  in 
the  school  water  supplies  being  frozen,  with  the  consequent  effect 
of  rendering  the  sanitary  conveniences  useless.  This,  and  the 
danger  to  the  childrens’  health  by  reason  of  the  inadequate  tem- 
perature of  the  school  rooms,  necessitated  the  closure  of  all  the 
elementary  schools  in  the  Borough  from  February  14th  to  the  22nd.

(c)  During  the  year,  5,760  children  between  the  ages  of  5 
and  14  inclusive  have  been  inspected,  and  in  addition  107  specials. 
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Also  4,7 14  have  been  re-inspected — making  a total  of  10,581 
inspections.  Each  department  of  every  school  has  been  visited 
twice.  The  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers  during  the 
Inspections  is  greatly  appreciated. 

There  were  3,343  attendances  (last  year  3,318)  at  the  Clinic 
during  the  year.  The  stoppings  in  the  permanent  teeth  number 
1,486  (last  year  1,472)  ; and,  although  there  is  a slight  increase 
in  the  number  of  permanent  teeth  extracted,  468  (last  year  446), 
it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  they  remain  a very  small  proportion 
of  the  number  saved.  Gas  has  been  administered  to  308  children. 

Unfortunately,  although  the  work  has  been  heavier,  it  has 
not  been  possible  this  year  to  reach  the  standard  of  percentages 
of  sound  teeth  made  last  year.  The  drop  to  34.3  from  38  % — 
probably  temporary — is  due  to  the  influx  of  children  from  other 
parts  of  the  country.

(a)  Pediculosis  : It  was  not  found  necessary  to  issue  any 
twenty-four  hour  notices  to  parents  in  connection  with  verminous 
conditions  of  children. 

( b ) Scabies  : The  arrangements  for  treatment  of  children 
suffering  from  scabies  were  continued.  Where  multiple  cases  are 
discovered  in  families,  all  those  infected — where  willing — are 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment,  until  the  necessary 
disinfection  is  carried  out  at  the  home.  During  1929,  five  cases 
were  treated  at  the  School  Clinic  section  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Hospital,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  admit  any  children  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  for  any  longer  period  of  treatment. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment  : Provision  for  out-patient  and 
in-patient  treatment  in  suitable  cases  was  continued.  Nine 
individual  children  were  dealt  with,  some  of  whom  received  bene- 
fits under  more  than  one  heading  : —

The  fees  collected  showed  an  increase  of  over  £25  on  the 
amount  received  in  1928.  The  most  noticeable  increases  occurred 
in  regard  to  operations  and  orthopaedic  treatment. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-one,  or  23.8  %,  of  the  children  who 
received  medical  treatment,  and  366,  or  16.7  %,  of  those  who  had 
dental  treatment,  did  so  under  the  free  section  of  the  Authority’s 
scheme.

22.  Special  Inquiries 

The  following  special  report  on  Impetigo  has  been  prepared 
by  Dr.  Keddie,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  : — 

The  treatment  of  Impetigo  entails  much  work  by  the  School 
Nursing  Staff  in  the  clinics  and  in  the  homes.  A considerable 
number  of  school  children  are  infected  with  this  disease,  which 
is  still,  unfortunately,  regarded  by  many  parents  as  a trivial 
affection.  It  is  a contagious  pustular  disease,  which  affects  the 
skin,  and  its  early  detection,  and  the  securing  of  prompt  treat- 
ment, are  essential. 

The  child  is,  as  a rule,  treated  daily  at  the  clinic,  where  parents, 
on  interrogation,  are  usually  willing  to  furnish  particulars  of 
other  cases  in  the  home.  Not  uncommonly,  a case  is  persistent 
in  spite  of  treatment,  for  the  reason  that  a pre-school  child 
suffering  from  Impetigo  is  in  the  home,  and  so  reinfects  the  school 
child.  For  such  pre-school  children  so  traced  the  Health  Visitors 
endeavour  to  secure  treatment. 


The  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers  and  the  public  health 
nursing  staff  is  essential  to  diminish  the  severity  of  the  disease 
when  present,  and  to  lessen  the  actual  number  of  cases.

Ten  cases  were  of  a markedly  severe  type,  7 affecting  the  face 
and  3 the  scalp.  Marked  infestation  of  the  scalp  with  pediculi 
was  found  in  6 cases,  the  majority  occurring  in  girls. 

Eczema  and  ringworm  co-existed  in  a few  children  with  the 
impetigo.  Otorrhoea  occurred  as  a complication  in  5 cases  ;

With  regard  to  the  11  % of  cases  in  which  treatment  lasted 
over  21  days,  factors  which  were  recorded  as  interfering  with 
treatment  were  : — 

(a)  Marked  infection  before  treatment  was  sought.

The  essence  of  treatment  is  the  removal  of  the  crusts, 
by  means  of  starch  poultices,  etc.,  and  the  application  of  an  anti- 
septic dressing — such  as  a mild  mercury  ointment.  Cod  liver  oil, 
iron  tonics,  or  virol  are  found  of  great  advantage  in  hastening  the 
cure  of  the  disease  in  debilitated  children,  who  form  a considerable 
proportion  of  those  attending  the  clinics  for  treatment.
